SUBJECT: GANG ENFORCEMENT DETAIL - QUALIFICATION AND SELECTION 

REQUIREMENTS - BASIC ELIGIBILITY REQUIREMENTS - OFFICERS 


Los Angeles Police Department, Manual Section 3/763.75, Gang Enforcement Detail - 
Qualification and Selection Requirements - Basic Eligibility Requirements - Officers, states: 
“Prior to applying for a GED position, officers shall have: 

• Completed probation and have acquired three years as a police officer with the 
Department, two years (26 deployment periods) of which must have been service 
performed in a geographic field (patrol), Transit Bus/Rail patrol, and/or traffic 
assignment.” 

When determining the acquired three years of service as a police officer with the Department, an 
officer’s academy time shall not be used. 

After an approval process that included Employee Relations Group, Audit Division, 
the Office of Constitutional Policing and Policy, and Gang and Narcotics Division, it was 
determined that the involuntary “wheeling” of an officer off probation in a geographic Area to 
Jail Division as a Detention Officer should not have a negative impact on that officer’s eligibility 
to work GED, as specified in LAPD Manual Section 3/763.75. 

A Special Order will follow, revising Manual Section 3/763.75.
